IT  is  by  your  kind  Encouragement  and  Support  that  this 
little  Piece,  which  is  partly  an  Abridgment  of  what  was 
thought  molt  valuable  in  a  longer  Work,  and  partly  Origi¬ 
nal,  appears  in  the  World  :  Abftrads  of  this  Kind  in  all  Arts 
and  Sciences  are  commonly  more  lerviceabie  than  bulky  and 
prolix  Volumes,  in  Regard  to  the  Capacities,  Conveniences, 
and  Purfes  of  the  Readers:  In  which  Relped  long  T readies, 
like  long  ‘Bills  and  'P  r  eft  ript  ions  in  Phyfic,  are  calculated  more 
for  'Pride  and  „ Avarice ,  than  Health  : 

To  be  in  an  eminent  Degree,  juft,  ufeful,  benevolent  and 
generous,  which  are  fhining  Parts  of  your  Charader,  without 
the  lead  Adulation,  conftitute  the  Man  of  Senfe  and  Merit,  the 
Gentleman,  the  Englifh-man ,  and  the  Chriftianj  make  him  the 
moil  perfed  and  happv  in  himlelf,  and  the  Friend,  the  Orna¬ 
ment,  and  delight  of  his  Species:  The  Chriflian  Legifiator ,  who 
came  to  reftore  and  exalt  right  Reafon  and  moral  Virtue ,  and 
m  that  Light  only  is  the  Bijhop  of  Souls ,  (making  other  Bifhops 
and  Priejis  a  Contrails  called  Ant  i-Ch  rift )  went  about  doing 
.  good ,  healing  Difeafes  $  fympathifing  with  our  Infirmities,  and 

i  bearing  our  Sickneftes  and  Sins,  as,  in  the  ffewifh  Phrafe,  they 
were  Punifhments  of  Sins,  and  he,  a  good  and  an  hone  ft  * Phyfi - 
cian ,  a  Saviour  from  them  :  But  he  did  not  demand  Tall  Fees, 
nor  drive  a  Chariot  over  Heaps  of  Slain:  He  was  a  Difipenfer , 
not  of  'Death  but  Life:  His  Cures  were  fpeedy,  true,  and  eafy, 
therefore  laid  to  be  from  God  and  Miracles ,  though  there  is  not 
a  Word  in  Scripture  that  fiddly  means  a  Miracle ;  by  what 
appears,  his  vifible  Subfiftence  was  the  Pradice  of  Phyfic,  Heal « 
tng  is  tranflated  Salvation  in  the  .Adds,  and  had  we  his  phyfic al 
Recipes ,  we  fhould  no  more  want  Phyficians,  than  we  really  do 
Par  tons  being  po  tic  lied  of  his  religious  Recipes:  In  Ihort,  he 
made  Charity  in  general,  and  this  Kxercife  of  it,  in  particular, 
his  Law  and  Pradice :  the  W7ord,  Souls ,  in  the  Gofpel  f aid  to 
be  his,  (for  he  wrote  none,  and  thole  we  have  a ro  —  - , ) 

means  ufually  the  Lives  or  Perfons  of  Men. 

Luxury,  Covetoufneis,  and  Ambition,  made  Phyfic  an  Art , 
which,  according  to  its  very  Word ,  was  Mature:  Hence  a  ShiL 
ling  is  given  for  the  Worth  of  half  a  Farthing,  and  a  Phvfician 
lately  had  five  Guineas  for  preicribing  a  Quart  of  Sack-Whey : 
Whatever  be  a  Patient’s  Difeafe,  his  Pocket  is  furely  in  a  Con - 
fumption ,  in  the  Civil  Law,  Medicaments  are  called  Poifons, 
Venena :  And  Diflempers,  in  St.  Luke,  (who  was  a  Phyficiany 
one  being  fufficient  to  make  all  the  other  Dilciples  Martyrs,) 
are  call’d  Devils:  This  relation  of  Poifons  without  to  Devils 
within  obliges  our  Priefis  to  be,  as  their  Anceftors  were,  Phy - 
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ficiam  too,  that  they  may  give  fome  valuable  Confederation  for 
their  Fees,  and  in  part  iatisfy  the  Re afon  of  the  Common  Law 
for  their  Revenues: 

From  an  Art  it  was  an  eafy  Tranfition  to  makePhyfic  a  Craft 
and  a  Trade :  And  there  is  as  much  Popery  in  Phyfic  as  in  Di¬ 
vinity.  The  Prefident  and  College  are  Pope  and  Cardinals, 
the  Pra&ifers  are  Miffionaries,  and  the  Difpenfatory  is  Forms  of 
Prayer,  Rubricks  and  Canons:  A  Phyfician’s  Fortune  depends 
as  much  on  the  Leading  Men,  as  the  Preferment  of  a  poor 
Levite  does  on  our  Prelates,  who  damn  him>  if  he  does  not 
damn  others ,  juft  as  they  would  have  him: 

To  dete£f  and  expofe  this  Crafty  in  fome  Meafure,  is  to  fave 
Mankind:  This  Epitome  begins  it  in  a  Way  l'uited  to  the 
plaineft  Apprehenfions  and  loweft  Circumftances5  it  owes  many 
judicious  Remarks ,  Sir,  to  your  Pen$  this>  among  others, 

*  That  Phyfic  ought  to  be  in  a  known  Tongue  as  well  as  Law 

*  and  Religion/  Some  Perfon  may,  perhaps,  take  the  Hint 
from  this  Suggeftion  to  compofe  a  P  by  fecal  Family  Dictionary , 
in  the  Size  of  this  Pamphlet,  explaining  all  the  learned  (  as 
they  are  called )  Terms  in  Phyfic ;  it  is  Pity,  that  all  the 
Frauds  of  this ,  and  all  other  ProfeJfeonsy  were  not  to  be  con- 
cifely  and  eafily  unmafked  to  the  World,  in  the  like  Manner . 
In  the  Name  of  the  Intelligent  and  the  truly  Humaney  I  pre¬ 
fume  to  give  you  the  Tribute  of  Thanks  and  Gratitude,  and  am,

which  is  Troy  weighty  is  12  Ounces,  th tPruggiJi  and  Grocer's 


Pound y  Averdupoixy  is  16  Ounces;  an  Ounce  is  8  Drams,  a  Dram  is 
3  Scruples,  a  Scruple  is  20  Grains.  Measures,  a  Pint,  in  moft 
watry  Liquors,  is  12  Ounces;  2  Quarts  i3  a  Pottle,  2  Pottles  is  a 
Gallon,  a  Fafcicle  is  an  Arm  full,  an  Handfull  is  as  much  as  a  moderate 
Hand  can  take  up ;  a  Pugil  is  the  Eighth  Part  of  an  Handfull,  as  much 
as  you  can  take  up  with  your  Thumb  and  two  next  Fingers.  Obferve, 
that  Roots,  Barks,  Woods,  Small  Fruits,  Berries,  Seeds,  Gums,  and 
Rofins,  are  fet  down  by  Weight  •  Herbs  by  Handfulls  and  Fafcicles ; 
Flowers ,  and  the  Tops  of  fome  Herbs  by  Pugils.

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CHAP.  I.  On  the  Abufes  of  Phyfic .  "The  beji  Phyf  clans 
agalnjl  them.  The  Apothecaries ,  and  great  Fees ,  the  Caufe, 
The  Faulty  of  cojlly  Medicines ,  and  of  many  Others .  What 
Life  Is.  Ids  Support  and  Rejioratives. 

H  E  Medicines,  which  this  Nation  affords  in  great 
Plenty,  are  with-held  from  the  Poor  by  the  exor¬ 
bitant  Prices  5  and  are  not  beneficial  to  the  Rich* 
from  their  being  vitiouily  prepared,  or  admini- 
fier’d  for  Gain  in  dangerous  Quantities.  The 
Glory  of  God,  the  Welfare  of  Mankind,  the  Satisfaction  of  do¬ 
ing  Good,  and  the  generous  Defign  of  prefer  v ingall  from  the  Cru¬ 
elties  of  private  Profit,  which  knows  no  Bounds,  are  the  Mo¬ 
tives  of  this  little  Piece  :  If  any  Phyficians  or  Apothecaries  en¬ 
deavour  to  decry  it,  it  is,  becaule  it  may  leffen  their  gaining  by 
Milchief 5  but  expofing  the  Abufes  of  Phyfic,  and  fecuring 
Health  at  lefs  Coff,  out-weigh  all  Cavjls ;  There  Ihould  be 
no  My  fiery  in  Phyfic,  any  more  than  Religion  :  We  have  Re¬ 
ligion  and  Law  in  a  known  Tongue,  and  fhould  have  Phyfic 
in  the  fame.  Dear  Medicines  are  not  fo  ufeful  as  the  cheap 
ones  5  and  half  the  Remedies  in  the  Shops  are  good  for  nothing, 
and  ought  to  be  thrown  away  :  Too  many  Medicines  are  given 
in  all  Diftempers  :  And  the  Forms  of  many  are  too  naufeous  to 
the  Mouth  and  Stomach  s  Many  have  recovered  by  fewer  and 
more  pleafant  ones  5  and  others  have  been  killed  by  the  Quan¬ 
tities  of  Phyfic  they  have  been  forced  to  take  ;  though,  in  fo 
many,  one  Error  may  prove  Fatal.  This  has  been  confirmed 
by  Patients  on  their  Death-beds,  and  by  their  Attendants. 
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Many  of  the  College  of  Phyficians  have  been  fenfible  of  all 
this,  and  that  none  ought  to  advife  the  Ule  of  Medicines,  who 
have  Intereft  in  the  Vending  of  them  :  This  will  revive  the 
Reputation  of  Phyfic  :  It  will  take  away  the  Opportunity  of 
cheating  and  gratifying  the  Patient  at  the  fame  Time,  by  a  de¬ 
ceitful  Appearance  of  greater  Care,  and  doing  ail  that  can  be 
done,  by  coftly  or  too  frequent  Remedies;  it  will  deftroy  the 
Mode  of  long  Bills,  ipendmg  Medicines  apace,  and  bribing  the 
Favour  of  the  .Apothecaries,  whole  Intereft  it  is  to  employ  the 
rooft  iibeial  Conlumer. 

The  Apothecaries,  and  their  Apprentices,  are  numerous;  and 
the  Phyfician  muft  betray  his  Patient  to  make  them  live:  When 
the  Attendance  of  a  Pbyiician  or  an  Apothecary  is  wanted, 
chide  the  f  -rmer  your  fel  ,  and  pay  the  latter  for  his  Vi  fits  fe- 
pa rarely  Ko  Exception  is  here  taken  at  the  Rates  of  proper 
Phyfic  fold  bv  the  true  Apothecary,  who  Compounds  the  Me¬ 
dicines  himfelf,  and  attends  in  his  Shop  to  lell  them  to  his 
Cullomers :  Cuftom  has  fixed  rhe  Prices,  they  are  moderate, 
and  by  that,  the  beft  Dofes  may  be  bad  for  one  Penny. 

You  may  every  Day  compute  your  Fees  for  them,  for  Ad¬ 
vice  and  Attendance,  when  you  know  the  Rates  of  the  Simples , 
the  Compounds  and  the  Mixtures ,  and  pay  them  diftin£Hy,  in 
Roles,  Powders^  Draughts,  &c.  The  bed  Medicines  have  been 
deny’d  to  Patients,  bccaufe  they  are  cheap:  Juleps  of  the  hot 
Compound-waters,  (made  of  the  Spirits  of  Sugar  and  Malt) 
and  ‘Boles  of  unwholfome  Conferves.  &  Syrups  have  been  pref- 
fed  on  Patients,  becaufe  they  bring  vail  Profit,  being  mixed  im¬ 
mediately  without  Trouble  in  the  Shop;  but  Phyficians  never 
have,  nor  will,  communicate  their  Skill  and  beft  Medicines  to 
the  praflifing  Apothecary  ;  and  when  rhey  are  advifed  with  at 
the  End  of  Diftempers,  after  too  many  of  the  vitious  Juleps  and 
Roles  have  been  taken,  they  have  often  no  way  to  recommend 
themfelves,  but  by  long  Bills,  or  by  falfe  Preemptions  of  great 
Cures  in  eafy  Diftempers,  which  they  pronounce  to  be  Malig¬ 
nant,  or  they  negle£l  rhe  more  difficult  Difeafes. 

The  only  Remedy  is  here,  by  fhewing  the  intrinfick  Value 
of  Medicines,  and  preventing  Gain  from  more  than  necefTary 
Doles.  * 

In  Foreign  Parts,  the  Fees  of  Phyficians,  and  the  Number, 
Bufint‘fs,and  Payment  of  Apothecaries,  are  more  regulated  than 
here  :  The  Phyficians  Thoughts  are  to  be  fixed  only  on  the 
Nature  of  the  Difeafe,  and  the  proper  Method  and  Medicines 
to  be  ufed.  The  Apothecary  is  to  fe left  the  Drugs,  prepare 
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them  faithfully  according  to  the  A  ppoinfmenf  of  the  Faculty, 
and  make  up  the  Doles  with  a  juft  Regard  to  the  Life  of  the 
Sick,  that  all  Sufpicion  of  the  leaft  Miftake  may  be  prevented 
an  the  Weight,  Meafure,  and  Number  of  the  Drops,  &c,  The 
Prices  are  moderate,  when  demanded  by  the  Ounce  or  imailer 
Quantities,  and  paid  for  in  ready  Money  ;  and  rhe  Apothecary 
ought  never  to  leave  the  Compounding  Part  to  an  unskilful 
Apprentice. 

When  a  Phyfician  firft  appears  in  the  World,  he  obferves, 
that  Families  are  much  under  the  Dire<ftinn  of  their  Apothe¬ 
cary,  and  is  enflaved  to  their  Vogue  of  Prn&ice,  rho’  the  S^phi- 
ftications  of  Drugs  are  as  well  known,  as  the  brewing  of  Wines. 
Dale,  in  his  Treatife  of  Samples,  gives  many  Inftances  *.  And 
Compound  Medicines  are  not  only  iubjed  to  Alteration,  (as  in 
comparing  the  London  Difpenfatories  you  will  find)  but  Select 
Simples  may  be  more  effectual,  as  the  'Barky  (P urging- Salt 4 
Rhubarb,  Volar  He 'Spirits ,  &c.  are  beft  unmixed  :  Nature 
herielf  teaches  the  Methods  of  Health  and  Cure,  by  proper 
Sleep  and  Exercife,  Air  and  Dyer,  and  by  Indications  of  her 
own. 

The  Vanity  of  coftly  Medicines  is  feen  in  the  Cafe  of  Bezoar^ 
Pearl,  Gold,  Silver ,  Precious- St  ones  in  Medicines,  and  lame 
Exotic  Vegetables,  as  Sarfaparilla,  &c.  Bezoar  has  been 
cry’d  up  here,  though  exploded  abroad  :  Dr.  Guybert  Wrote 
the  Cheats  of  Bezoar  laid  open :  Trading  Phvficians,  return¬ 
ing  from  the  Indies ,  extolled  it,  and  fold  it  dear,  as  an  Anti¬ 
dote  to  all  Poifens ,  and  malignant  Diftemperss  Whereas  Pot¬ 
ions  differ,  ibme  are  Corroftve,  others  Inflaming,  others  cold 
and  coagulate  the  Blood,  and  ftupify  the  Spirits.  Experience 
and  the  Confeftion  of  the  beft  Phvficians  have  proved  they  have 
been  deceived  in  it,  yet  the  Rich  would  not  be  pleafed  without 
it  j  it  is  proved  not  to  move  the  Blood  or  Spirits  j  and  the  Lee- 
warden  Difpenfatory  has  left  it  out  of  their  Gafcoiri*  s  Powder; 
We  cannot  fay,  that  Bezoar  powder’d  will  be  diffblved  in  the 
Stomach,  d'pecially  when  dilealed  :  Saffron ,  Wines ,  Mroma- 
tic-SpiceSy  are  better  Cordials  :  Waters,  Confections,  and  Boles 
called  Bezoardic,  are  dear,  yet  a  Grain  of  Bezoar  is  worth 
about  a  Halfpenny  or  three  Farthings  *  and  the  three  Grains 
in  Gafcoins  Powder,  about  two  Pence. 

Pearl  is  a  Difeafe  in  a  Shell  Fifty  as  the  Bezoar- Stone 
is  a  Dileaie  in  the  Body  of  an  Indian  Goat,  ftarving  on  the 
Mountains ;  yet  neither  that,  nor  Metals,  which  have  no  Tafte 
or  Smell,  have  any  Cordial  Virtue,  nor  are  equal  to  Vegetable 
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Alexiphar macks  *  The  Shell  of  the  Fifii  it  felf  is  as  good  an 
Animal  Alkali  3  and  other  Shells  of  Fifh,  Claws  of  Crabs, 
Stones  of  the  Craw-Fifh,  the  two  Corals,  Chalk,  Marls,  Ab- 
forbent  Earths,  and  even  Egg-Shells,  are  ufed  with  as  good 
Succefs  3  but  if  thde,  or  Pearl,  be  uled  fo,  as  not  only  to  im¬ 
bibe,  but  confume  the  Acid  in  the  Stomach,  they  fpoil  Appe¬ 
tite  and  Digeftion  3  and  the  Scruple  of  Pearl  is  worth  but  two 
Pence. 

Gold,  neither  ads,  nor  is  aded  upon  in  the  Body,  nor  al¬ 
ter’d  nor  diflohed,  fo  of  no  Efifed  :  The  Aurum  Potabile  is 
of  no  Operation  :  The  Fulminating  Powder  is  too  rough,  vio¬ 
lent,  and  dangerous.  Silver  and  the  Lunar  Pilfs  are  ufelefs. 
Precious  Stones  have  pafs’d  through  the  Stomachs  of  Birds 
without  Change,. and  do  not  alter  the  Blood-  Stones  of  an  0- 
pen  Texture,  as  the  Hematites  and  Calamy ,  may  be  of  Ufe, 
efpecially  in  outward  Applications  3  the  rdf  ufelefs,  and  yet 
worth  only  a  Penny  a  Dole. 

Some  Exotic  Vegetables ,  that  have  been  in  Repute,  are  un¬ 
necessary  3  as  Sarjaparilla ,  which  has  gained  Credit  by  being 
prelcribed  with  cheap  Drugs,  of  the  greateft  Virtues,  as  Gui - 
acum,  Sajjafras ,  China,  and  the  Seeds  of  many  of  the  moft 
ufeful  Plants :  If  it  has  been  by  itfelf  beneficial  in  the  Weft- In¬ 
dies  ,  it  has  loft  its  Qualities  in  its  Paffage  into  colder  Climates. 
If  you  boil  it  in  Water,  it  does  not  alter  it :  Half  an  Ounce  is 
about  a  Penny  or  Two-pence. 

Such  Parts  of  Animals,  as,  after  their  Death,  are  void  of 
Spirits  or  Oils,  and  are  a  dry  and  unadive  Earth,  are  vainly 
put  in  the  Catalogues  of  Simples  3  as  Mummy,  which  was  in  high 
Mode  3  whereas  the  Spices ,  the  odorous  Balfams  and  Gums , 
the  Fcetids ,  vvhfth  Nature  prefents,  as,  Affa-f<etida ,  Myrrh , 
Galbanum,Camphire,  &c.  are  ready,  cheap,  and  ufeful.  The 
dry'd  Pie  arts  of  Animals ,  Livers ,  Spleens  powder'd,  Skins  of 
the  Stomachs  or  Guts  of  Cocks  3  Worms,  the  dry'd  Lungs  of 
Foxes  3  the  dry'd  Floods  of  Quadrupeds,  have  been  ufed  in 
vain  :  Even  the  Powder  or  Frocbs  of  Vipers,  (or  the  Cake  of 
that  Powder  made  with  Salt  and  Meal)  or  Powder  of  dead 
Men’s  Sculls,  are  much  of  the  lame  Ufe  :  So  the  Horns , 
Hoofs,  or  'Bones  of  many  Creatures,  Swallow's- Nefts,  and  Caft- 
cff-Skins  of  Serpents ,  may  go  with  them  3  and  Amulets  to 
People  who  have  the  Hypo,  Eagle- Stones  and  thofe  for  the 
Cramp ,  Convulfions ,  and  Colic ,  with  a  thoufand  other  Noftrum 
and  Secrets ,  may  follow  the  reft. 
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Life  is  the  Prefervation  of  the  Tone,  Texture,  Motion,  and 
Powers  of  the  Solids  and  Fluids  of  the  Body  $  which,  if founds 
makes  a  found  Mind,  and  both  together  are  Rhyficy  Religion , 
and  Rappinefs  ,  and  render  RhyfictanSy  apothecaries ,  fli flops 
and  Rarfons  needlefs.  Nature  can  often  feparate  and  throw 
off  the  offending  Matter,  and  recover  it  felf  $  poor  Men  and 
Others  have  recovered  of  Rdyfenteries,  Fever s,  and  even 
Plague Sy  without  taking  any  Remedies :  Prudence  in  Earing 
and  Drinking,  moderate  Labour  and  Exercife,  a  chearful  Spi¬ 
rit,  a  good  Confidence,  a  contented  Mind,  Prudence,  Juftice, 
Courage,  Temper,  and  good  Nature,  moderate  and  timely  Reft 
and  Sleep,  Experience  of  what  is  hurtful  or  ufeful,  Command 
of  Paflions*  avoiding  Extremes  and  fudden  Changes  and  Acci¬ 
dents,  Hardinefs  of  Living  and  of  the  Body,  Free-thinking, 
Reafon  and  Contempt  of  Plea  lures,  and  no  fear  or  Anxiety 
are  Preventives  ofDifeafes:  Warm  Gruel,  Broths  with  a  little 
Nitre ,  one  Difh  at  the  Great-meal,  with  warm  Water,  Wine 
or  warm  Beer,  little  Supper,  White- wine  Whey,  are  the  like. 

When  the  Spirits  are  weak,  Aromaticks  raile  and  enliven 
them  $  when  turbulent,  and  moving  impetuoufly  into  the  Muf- 
cles  or  Parts,  without  the  Direction  of  the  Mind,  they  are 
retrained  and  quieted  by  Opiates  and  F atids  :  When  they 
are  irritated  by  a  Humour  or  a  Flatus,  Revulfions  are  made 
by  SlifterSy  Rlaifters  or  Unguents  5  or  the  Vapours  are  fub- 
du’d  and  expelled  by  ‘Diaphoreticks  and  Carminatives,  and 
opening  the  Paflages  of  the  Natural  Secretions :  In  the  Ebulli¬ 
tions  of  Fevers,  even  to  Frenzy,  the  fupple  foft  Emulfms,  or 
the  temperate  and  refrefhing  watry  Decotlions,  or  the  cooling 
,  ^Acids,  or  cooling  and  fixing  Salts,  and  all  that  tends  to  fepa¬ 
rate  and  fecrete  the  Matter  of  the  Difeafe,  and  fupport  Na¬ 
ture’s  Operation  in  preferving  Life,  are  ufeful.  Vomits,  Acids 
bitter  Herbs,  fixt  Saks,  Abdinence  and  Air  reftore  the  Sto¬ 
mach.  A Icali  Powders  and  Earths,  Animal  Parts  calcined, 
Oily  Bitters  and  Aromaticks,  foft  and  fweet  Gumms,  Turpen¬ 
tine  Balfams,  all  that  is  gently  temperate  and  mucilaginous,  or 
what  has  a  natural  Jelly  or  kind  of  foft  Varnifh  ;  all  thefe  con¬ 
tribute  to  remove  a  corroding  Pain  in  the  Stomach,  too  craving 
an  Appetite,  a  precipitate  Digeftion,  iliarp  Humours,  or  pain 
from  Grit  in  the  Paflages  of  the  Urine,  See.  The  Volatile 
Scorbutical  Hot-Plants  break  and  move  the  Blood,  when  too 
grofs  and  fluggifh:  Bitters,  Balfamic  and  Reftringent,  preferve 
and  ftrengthen  the  right  Mixture  and  Union  of  the  Blood,  and 
-help  to  feparate  it  properly.  Bitters,  as  Hops,  Gentian,  Rroom, 
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Sec.  which  preferve  the  Spirits  of  Beer  and  Wine,  and  by  fub- 
duing  their  Acid  hinder  their  fouring,  do  the  like  by  the 
Blood.  The  Life,  or  natural  Mixture  of  all  Liquid  Compoli- 
tions  conf  11  s  in  the  equal  Powers  of  their  Parts,  ballancing  each 
other,  and  defending  the  Whole  5  fo  that  iuch  Medicines  are 
bell,  as  are  able  to  hold  together  the  different  Parts  of  which 
the  Blood  is  an  Aggregate  or  Compound,  in  their  due  Propor¬ 
tions  of  Quality  and  Quantity  ;  or  to  refh>re  them  when  chang¬ 
ed,  which  Change  is  the  Difeafet  Evacuatory  Remedies 
help  the  Secretions ,  when  there  is  any  Dregs ,  or  Curdling  of 
the  Blood  :  Vomits  and  ‘ Purges  expeli  the  Phlegmatic,  and 
Fibrous  Part,  with  the  Choler  from  the  Liver,  Sec.  Diureticks 
d  if 'charge  the  overflowing  watry  and  ferous  Humour,  mixt 
with  Salts  and  Earth,  that  float  in  the  Body  and  the  Blood  ; 
Diaphoreticks  or  Sweaters  d lfmifs  the  watry  Parts  by  the  Pores; 
and  alio  the  add  and  volatile  Salts,  and  the  Lumps  of  fetid 
Sulphur ,  or  oily  Parts,  that  coagulate  in  the  Blood.  But  the 
Choice,  Quantities,  Times,  and  Ule  of  Medicines,  muft  be 
known  by  the  Hiftory  and  Experience  of  their  Effeds,  hurtful 
or  ufeful ;  for  if  taken  too  largely,  too  often,  too  long,  unfea- 
fonably,  or  when  the  £ffed  is  exceffive,  oppofite,  or  defedive. 
Remedies  become  Diftempers.  The  cautious  Application  of 
proper  Remedies  to  the  Conditions  of  the  Blood  and  Spirits, 
alter’d  and  vitiated,  therefore  making  unnatural  Impreffions  on 
the  Liquids,  Parts  and  Motions  of  the  Body,  is  the  Art  of 
Phyfic. 

But  it  may  be  query’d,  if  there  be  above  four  Things  in  a  Me¬ 
dicine,  whether  the  Quality  of  one  does  not  deflroy  the  other  ?

in  which  they  are  to  be  fteeped  or  diffolved  •  which  are  Spring- 
water,  diftilled  fimple  Milk- water,  the  leveral  forts  of  Wine, 
and  the  Spirits  either  of  Wine,  or  thofe  molt  frequently  ufed, 


of  Moloffes,  or  Malt,  or  corrupted  fermented  Fruits ;  the  Price 
of  your  Ingredients,  Time,  Fire,  VefleJs  will  be  eafily  rec¬ 
koned.

MANY  are  to  amufe  tlie  People,  and  fupport  their  Reputa¬ 
tion  by  the  Rates  they  are  valued  at  when  mixt$  and  bid 
from  the  Knowledge  of  the  Patient  in  the  Dofe ,  and  cover’d 
by  the  Afixffed  Encomiums  of  the  Terms  of  Art  in  the  Bill. 

The! Simple  Waters.  Of  thefe  Waters  one  hund¬ 
red  and  fifty  are  appointed  to  be  Dijlilled .  The  greateft 
Part  of  them  are  not  now  prepared.  The  Phyficians  are  very 
often  pailing  their  Cenfure  upon  therm  that  they  are  of  no 
Ufe,  but  ro  increafe  the  Bulk  of  the  Julep  with  the  Hot 
and  Compound  Waters.  The  Milk  Water  is  now  ufually  or¬ 
der’d  for  that  Defign,  and  becaule  as  much  Money  can  be 
procur’d  from  the  Patient  from  it,  as  from  all  the  vail  Va¬ 
rieties  of  the  Others ;  this  in  the  ufual  Prafhce  alwiofl  fup- 
plies  the  Place  of  all  the  others. 

They  Corrupt  in  a  little  Time,  which  they  difcover  by 
their  being  mufty  or  mothery  :  Others  are  kept  open  and 
un Hop’d,  and  prefently  lofe  all  the  fmall  Virtues  they  are 
pretended  to  hive,  at  their  firft  drawing.  They  are  as  Cor¬ 
dial  and  Spirituous,  as  the  Water  llagnating  in  the  Ditch , 
or  as  dead  Beer,  or  Wine,  which  has  fome  Months  been 
expos’d  to  the  Air. 

All  the  bitter  and  rejlringent  Plants  cannot  communicate 
any  Virtue  to  the  Water,  for  thefe  Qualities  are  not  to  be 
forc’d  to  rife  in  thefe  or  the  Hot  Waters  j  as  Rhubarb ,  Aloes , 
Jalap ,  or  the  Jefuits  Powder ,  will  not  give  a  Water  impreg¬ 
nated  by  Dijlillatipn  with  their  Purgative  or  the  other  Qua_ 
lities. 

The  cooling  Acid-Plants  will  not  make  the  Water  of  any 
Ufe  to  cool  or  extinguish  the  Heat  of  Fevers.  The  Water 
will  he  heated  by  the  Fire,  and  cannot  pretend  to  equal  the 
Water  from  the  Spring. 

The  Mucilaginous -Plants  have  their  Geliy  broken  by  Di- 
ft  illing,  and  are  as  uielefs,  as 'the  formerly  pretended  Waters 

*  '  from 
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from  Snails,  or  Vipers ,  or  from  the  Fltjh  of  Capons  and  Phea - 
[ants. 

As  they  arc  not  able  to  preferve  themfelves  many  Months, 
they  arc  by  being  Elementary  and  Simple  without  Mixture 
ungrateful  to  the  Stomach,  vappid  and  palling  to  it.  They 
remain  there  crude  and  oppreflive,  and  cannot  afterwards 
move  themfelves  from  the  Blood  neither  by  Sweat  or  Urine. 

The  Aromatick  and  Acrid,  and  the  Hot  ScorbuticaUP lants , 
and  the  Fetid  will  make  the  Simple  Water  tafte  a  little  of 
thole  Qualities.  But  they  are  an  Amufement  and  Impofition, 
which  lhall  be  more  fully  treated  of  in  another  Place,  and 
do  not  equal  either  in  Smell,  Tafle  or  Virtue,  the  lin5iure 
of  thefe  Plants  made  by  Infufion  either  Cold  or  with  Heat , 
in  the  Water  of  the  Spring. 

The  late  corrected  Difpenfatories  of  Holland  and  Paris  ad- 
vife  but  few  Simple  Waters,  as  of  Car duus.  Fennel ,  Hyjpjp , 
Marjoram ,  Baum ,  Spear- Mint,  Parjly,  Penny-  Hoy al.  Hue , 
of  the  Flowers  of  Lavender,  Rofes ,  and  the  Lime-Tree .  If 
you  add  Orange  F lower -Water ,  of  Camomil  Flowers,  of 
Cow/lips,  Elder- Flowers,  Me adow- Sweet,  Black  Cherries , 
Mugwort,  you  will  have  a  large  Col  left  ion  to  pleafe 
your  Fancy  in  Compounding  Juleps  ;  but  the  Stomach, 
the  Blood  and  Spirits  lhall  be  better  pleas’d  and  ftrengrhned 
with  the  Infufiom  *  or  Tinctures  made  in  the  Water  of  the 
Fountain. 

1  he  Simple  Milk  Water -  may  be  drawn  fweet  and  well 
Icented  at  any  Time  of  the  Year,  to  ferve  as  a  Vehicle  for  the 
other  Waters  r,f  the  ftronger  Sorf«,  or  to  receive  any  Spirits , 
Tinctures,  or  Oyls  diffolved  in  Sugar . 

The  Price  of  all,  except  two  of  them,  is  very  low,  bc^ 
ing  bought  at  Sixpence  the  Pint, 

The  C  o m?oun d  Waters.  There  are  Twenty  eight  apr 
pointed.  Whereof  there  are  now  in  Ufe  thole  of  Gentian , 
Worm- wood ,  Angelica ,  FFrfe-  Radiftj,  Peiony,  Plague- Water, 
Jlyfterical,  Mirabihs,  Steven'.,  of  the  FSarth-worms,  Snails, 
Treacle-Water,  the  Bevjjardick,  and  of  Jjavender.  They  are 
frA<d  in  the  Shop  at  Tujo- Shillings  the  Pint,  except  the  two 
lajl  at  a  greater  Value,  but  you  may  compute  your  Exr 
pence,  if  you  will  Charge  your  lelf  with  more  than  one 
Penny  at  a  Time,  by  the  K umber  of  the  Ounces  you  will 
fake.

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They  are  now  made  of  the  Spirits  of  Molafes  or  Mault, 
anftead  of  Spirits  of  Wine ,  the  Differences  of  which  are  not

They  are  fold  at  Two- Shillings  the  Pint,  and  warm  the 
Julep  and  the  Stomach  in  fmall  Quantities.  But  the  Tinc¬ 
ture  of  them  in  Simple  Milk-Water  or  Wine  or  the  Spirit 
of  Wine ,  will  afford  a  Cordialnefs,  which  will  revive  the 
Spirits  and  the  Blood,  and  fupport  the  Stomach  much 
longer,  and  prevent  the  neceflity  of  returning  fo  loon  to  the 
Uie  of  them. 

The  Tinctures,  The  Tinftures  of  Saffron  and  Ca- 
fior  are  fold,  the  firft  Six-pence ,  the  other  One-Jhilling  the 
Ounce,  in  which  there  are  Five  hundred  and  fixty  Drops , 
which  dilcovers  the  Price  of  twenty,  thirty  or  forty 
Drops.

Medicated  Vinegars.  There  are  Seven  appointed, 
but  they  are  now  negledled,  becaufe  the  ftrong  Acid  of 
Vinegar  depreffes  and  deftroys  the  Virtues  of  the  Aromatick 
and  Volatile  Plants,  and  is  of  a  Quality  diredlly  oppofite  to 
the  Plants,  which  overcome  the  {harp  Humours  in  the  Sto¬ 
mach,  and  raife  the  Fleat  and  Ferment  of  the  Blood. 

Decoctions.  The  DecoFtion  of  Epithymum ,  and  the 
Traumatick  or  Vulnerary,  are  not  now  effeemed,  the  latter 
giving  Place  to  the  Decodfons  of  the  Woods ,  in  which  few¬ 
er  Ingredients  are  preferib’d  to  better  Purpofe, 

The  common  Deception  for  Glyjlers  is  made  of  the  moft 
common  Herbs  and  Flowers  and  Seeds. 

The  PeFtoral  Decodlion  is  made  of  the  cheapeff  Ingredi¬ 
ents,  as  is  the  Purging  Decodlion  of  Gereon,  and  the  Sto- 
tna chick  bitter  Infujion.  without,  or  Purging  with  Sena.  The 
trouble  of  the  boyling  makes  in  thefe  the  greateft  Pretence 
to  the  Price,  The 
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The  Simple  Alter  ati ve  Syrups.  There  Is  a  large 
Rabble  of  about  Forty  of  thefe  brought  together,  Ufe  has  dii- 
banded  the  greatell  Part  of  them. 

They  are  hardly  allowable  in  the  Pra£lice  of  Phyfic ,  being 
made  of  Sugar ,  which  is  clogging  and  windy  in  the  Stomach, 
fermentative  in  the  Bowels,  and  the  greateft  Corrupter  of  the 
Blood,  even  in  Health,  if  too  often  us’d. 

They  are  recommended  for  this  Realon,  that  a  Powder  or 
other  lefs  pleafant  Ingredient  may  be  cover’d,  and  better  fwal- 
low’d  in  a  Syrup.  .  - 

Their  foftnefs  and  fliminefs  malces  them  tolerable  in  fmall 
Quantities  in  the  Difti lling  fharp  Catarrhs,  and  the  fretting 
of  the  Salts  or  Gravel  in  the  Kidneys  and  Bladder,  but  there 
are  other  Medicines  more  benificial  and  lels  injurious,  than  Sy¬ 
rups  will  prove  if  too  long  continued. 

The  Heat  of  the  Fire  evaporates  and  wafts  the  Virtues  of 
the  volatile  and  finer  Parts  of  the  Cordial  and  Spirituous  Sim¬ 
ples. 

The  Effebls  of  the  Ritter  Medicines  are  deflroyed  by  the 
Sweetnefs  of  the  Sugar . 

The  Ajlringent  are  made  of  no  Ufe  from  the  Laxative  and 
Purging  Qualities  of  the  Sugar . 

The  ftronger  Acids  and  the  ftronger  Mixtures  of  the  Spicy 
and  Aromatick  will  retain  their  Taltes  and  their  Powers  5  but 
all  the  other  are  overcome  and  fubdued  by  this  vegetable  Salt, 
as  the  Flefh  is  corroded,  and  wafted  by  lying  (in  the  long  Voy¬ 
ages)  many  Months  in  Salt. 

There  are  now  in  Ufe,  Rasberries ,  dry’d  Rofes ,  Ground-Ivy , 
Vinegar ,  ‘Barberries  y  Maiden-Hair ,  Clove- July- Flowers,  Red- 
Poppies ,  Pomegranates ,  FJuincesy  of  the  “Juices  of  Citrons , 
Oranges ,  Lemons  and  their  Peels ,  Cinamon ,  Coral. 

They  are  us’d  in  Juleps  to  give  the  Colour,  but  the  Eye  of 
the  Attendant  is  more  pleas’d  than  the  Palate  or  Stomach  of  the 
Patient,  who,  efpecially  in  Fevers,  nauleates  the  fullbme  Sweet¬ 
nefs  of  many  of  them.

They  are  as  ufelefs,  and  are  as  hurtful  as  the  Simple  Syrups , 
and  may  have  good  Effedfs,  when  they  are  given  with  another 
very  good  Medicine. 

They  are  fold  at  the  fame  Rates  with  the  other. 

The  Purging  Syrups.  There  are  Ten  Compound 
purging  Syrups  appointed,  which  with  many  of  the  Simple  have 
given  Place  to  two  or  three. 

Moft  of  them  loleall  their  Virtue,  before  the  Seafons  of  mak¬ 
ing  them  return,  as  the  Syrup  of  Peach  Flowers,  and  Rofes* 
purging ,  and  Violets.  The  powerful  Qualities  of  the  Buckthorn 
fupport  it  againft  the  Sugar.

A  very  large  Catalogue  of  thefe  is  order’d  to  be  preferv’d  by 
Sugar ,  but  this  belongs  rather  to  the  Confedtioners  Trade ,  of 
whom  they  are  all  ulually  bought.  The  Phyficians  advife 
them  chiefly  to  cover  an  unplealant  Medicine.  The  Sugar  de- 
ifroys  the  Virtues  of  all  of  them,  which  are  not  flrongly  tailed 
or  Aromatick.  Thofe  of  moil  Ufe  are  Eryngo- Roots,  Angeli¬ 
ca  y  Elecatnpane ,  Gingery  Zedoaryy  the  Peels  of  Citrons ,  Oran¬ 
ges,  Lemons ,  and  iome.  of  the  Seeds.

The  Scarlet  Decoction.  Nitre  half  an  Ounce,  Co¬ 
chineal  one  Scruple.  Boil  them  gently  with  a  little  Liquo- 
rifh  in  three  Pints  of  Spring-Water ,  to  be  us’d  in  Inflama- 
tory  Fevers. 

The  Roots  of  Grafs ,  Fennel ,  Farfley,  each  one  Ounce ,  of 
Dandelyon  two  Ounces  5  of  Currants  one  Ounce  and  an  half, 
to  be  boiled  in  a  Quart  of  Water,  adding  two  or  three  Drams 
of  Sal  Frunelltfy  to  be  us’d  in  Pleurifies  and  the  common  Pu¬ 
trid  Fevers. 

For  Intermitting  Fevers.  Camomil-Flo'voers ,  two 
Ounces^  Cochineal ,  one  Scruple  .-To  be  boiled  in  a  Quart  of 
Water,  adding  two  Drams  of  Salt  of  Wormwood.  Thele  three 
are  of  the  loweft  Value.

Gum-Ara- 
hick,  three  Ounces,  boil’d  in  a  Quart  of  Spring-Water ,  ad¬ 
ding  four  Ounces  of  Syrup  of  Althea. 

A  Ptisane.  Pearl-Rarly,  Ra fins  of  the  Sun,  each  two 
OunceSy  AniJe  Seeds  two  DramSy  to  be  boil'd  in  three  Pint« 
of  Spring-Water.

Ouncey  Scorzonera*Roott  two  Ounces ,  Sorrel  one  Ounce ,

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Wood- Sorrel  one  handful,  in  three  Pints  of  Water  to  two,  with 
Syrup  of  Lemons  and  Rasberries. 

Tamarinds  two  Ounces,  Raijins  of  the  Sun  one  Ounce ,  in 
three  Pints  of  Water  to  two. 

A  Purging  Ale.  The  Roots  of  Sharp-dock  twelve  Ounces , 
Polypody  four,  Horfe-radijh  two,  Ground-Ivy,  Water-Crejfes, 
Rrook-litne ,  Scurvy-grafs,  each  two  handfuls,  Saffaphrafs, 
funiper-Rerries,  Coriander  feeds.  Liquorice,  each  one  Ounce ', 
Sena  fix  Ounces,  Rat  fins  fion'd  half  a  Round,  for  four 
Gallons. 

The  Infusion  for  Children.  Rhubarb  dic’d  two  Drams, 
Liquorice,  Anife feeds,  each  two  Scruples,  twenty  Raifins 
fton’d  in  a  Quart  of  Ale.. 

The  Emulfion  moft  in  Ufe  is  made  of  blancht  Almonds, 
Cucumbers,  and  white  Poppy- Seeds,  each  half  an  Ounce,  Su¬ 
gar-Candy  one  Ounce.

Decodlion  of 
Rarly,  Honey  of  Rofes,  with  Sal-Prunellce,  or  Spirit  of  Vi¬ 
triol,  to  give  a  fharpnefs.

If  twenty  /hillings  the  Pound, 
as  Rhubarb  fome  Time  fince,  or  Cochineal,  you  will  have 
thirty  two  Grains  for  one  penny.  You  may  begin  to  apprehend, 
that  Rezoar  and  Pearl,  are  not  better  than  Crabs-Eyes  and 
Coral.  You  may  be  informed,  that  Balm  of  Gilead  will  not 
ferve  you  to  as  good  purpofe  as  Lucatellus's  Balfam,  of  the  fin- 
eft  Turpentine  $  and  that  Saffron  and  Salt  of  Amber  are  given 
in  the  Dofe  but  to  very  few  Grains.  That  the  Syrup  oiChermes 
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will  be  offenfive  to  the  Stomachy  if  you  take  many  SpoonfuJIs, 
and  repeat  it  often.  You  may  then  afford  your  Regard  to  all 
the  Flowers,  Yeeds,  Leaves,  Barks  and  Roots,  to  the  Gums, 
Balfams,  Alkali-Powders,  Earths,  which  have  all  didindf  and 
fpecifick  Virtues  prepar’d  by  the  natural  Chymiftry  ;  and  dif- 
cern,  that  if  taken  in  Subitance,  or  cook’d  into  any  Form,  they 
will  be  in  the  Dofe  as  low  in  their  Prices,  as  their  Powers  have 
been  raifed  by  the  Characters  of  their  Cures  of  the  moil  diffi¬ 
cult  Difeafes.  The  Chymical  Preparations  are  ready  for  imme¬ 
diate  Ule.  The  Spirits  of  all  the  Kinds,  the  Tinffu  res,  the 
Oyls,  the  Salts  in  the  few  Drops  or  Grains,  are  below  the 
leaft  of  our  Coin,  if  you  will  affor-d  the  Vehicle  or  Liquor  to 
take  them  in  Simple  Milk-water ,  or  that  of  the  Fountain,  or 
Wine. 

You  may  refleCt  on  the  Surgeons  Application  to  the  various 
Cafes  he  treats.  Does  he  deny  you  the  Service  of  the  moft 
fovereign  and  healing  Plants,  or  Gums  and  Balfams,  or  Cnyr 
mical  Powders  and  Tinflures  ?  Their  Virtues  are  to  pafs  into 
you  from  the  Fomentations,  Unguents,  Plailters,  by  the  more 
numerous  Paffages  of  the  j Pores,  and  the  Network  of  all  the 
Skin.  The  Circulation  receives  them,  and  carries  them  into 
every  Part.  They  are  apply’d  fometimes  to  the  divided  Vein, 
or  the  wounded  Nerve,  and  join  themfelves  inftantly  with  the 
Shod  and  Spirits. .  The  Limbs  might  renew  the  old  Quarrel 
againft  the  Stomach,  if  all  the  high  priz’d  Medicines  were  pre- 
ferv’d  for  its  Ule,  and  they  who  labour  to  provide  its  daily 
Nourifhment,  were  to  be  contented  with  the  cheaper  and  the  vi¬ 
ler  fort.  He  never  importunes  you  with  the  fudden  rile  of  rhe 
Value  of  the  Drug,  and  the  Preparations  of  this  or  the  other 
Remedy.  You  never  blame  or  fufpedf  him,  that  he  is  Iparing 
in  the  ufe  of  them,  when  he  Buffers  the  Cataplafms  or  Plaifiers 
to  ]ye  on  the  Tumour,  or  the  Dreffings  in  the  Ulcers  and  Wound, 
till  fo  many  Hours  are  palt.

Your  Bill  may  have  out-liv’d  the  Treatment 5 
but  of  the  firlt  you  cannot  expend  more  in  the  Day  than  to  the 
value  of  fix  pence  5  of  the  Steel  two  pence  5  of  the  Opiates , 
about  one  penny  5  of  the  Mercurial  to  the  fame  proportion. 
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Nor  will  the  Acid  Method  from  the  Acid  Spirits,  or  White 
Wine- Vinegar,  or  Cream  of  Tartar,  or  the  neutral  Salts  exceed 
the  Penny.  The  charge  of  the  Juice  of  Citrons ,  Lemons  and 
Oranges,  may  be  computed  by  themlelves. 

You  may,  being  now  in  Health,  and  having  the  perfect  Ufe 
of  your  Reafon,  adjuft  and  determine  the  proportions  of  Medi¬ 
cines  you  will  be  able  to  bear  in  Sicknefs  5  how  many  Times  in 
a  Day  you  will  take  the  Thirty  Grains,  and  as  many  Drops  of 
each  relpeftive  Galenical  oi*  Chymical  Preparation,  to  increafe 
your  Heat  and  Third,  and  reftleinels  in  a  burning  Fever.  What 
Advantage  you  may  receive  from  the  infipid  diftilPd  Waters,, 
or  the  frequent  Dofes  with  them  of  the  hot  compound  Waters 
and  Spirits .  We  will  allow  you  frequent  Draughts  of  the 
cooling  and  temperating  Tifanes  and  Emulfions,  or  the  ftrength- 
ning  and  gently  warm  Infufions  or  Deco£lions.  You  (hall  have 
your  Caudles  with  the  (harp  acidulate  Wine,  ot  rhe  Canary- 
Poflet.  But  if  you  are  to  be  heated  and  fweated  in  your  natu¬ 
ral  Temper,  you  may  confider  how  often  you  would  take  dry 
Powders,  or  the  reftlefs  volatile  Spirits ,  or  the  chymical  Tinc¬ 
tures,  made  with  the  Spirit  of  Molafies  and  Malt,  of  which 
you  can  bear  only  twenty  or  thirty  Drops  in  the  Dofe.  If  you 
are  to  cool  and  extinguifh  the  Heat,  how  many  Spoonfuls  of  the 
Juice  of  Citrons ,  Oranges ,  or  Lemons ,  and  how  many  Drops 
and  how  often  the  Acid  Spirits  of  Nitre,  Vitriol  or  Sulphur . 
If  you  ufe  the  more  temprate  Quenchers  of  the  Fire  of  the  fever- 
ifli  Blood,  the  Sal  Prunella,  or  the  Cream  of  far  tar.  You 
may  confider,  if  you  can  expend  in  thele  one  penny-worth  of 
either  in  the  four  and  twenty  Hours.

Four  greater  Hot  Seeds,  Annife ,  Fennel,  C ar  raw  ay ,  Cummin  : 
Four  lcffer  hot  Seeds,  Ammi,  Amomum ,  Smallage,  Daucus  : 
Four  greater  cold  Seeds,  Cucumber,  Cucurbit,  Citruls,  Melon  : 
Four  leflfer  cold  Seeds,  Endive,  Scariola,  Lettice ,  Turflane: 
Five  greater  opening  Roots,  Smallage,  Fennel,  Afparagus , 
P arfley ,  Butcher' s ''Broom  :  Five  lefier  opening  Roots,  Grafs, 
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Madder ,  Eringo,  Capers ,  Cammock :  Four  cordial  Flowers, 
Borage,  Buglojs ,  Rofes,  Violets . 

There  is  a  Connexion  of  Difeafes,  by  which  they  are  a-kinto 
one  another,  rife  from  a  like  Caufe,  proceed  to  a  like  Effect, 
and  to  be  treated  and  cured  in  fome  Meafure  by  the  like  Medi¬ 
cines. — As  Aches ,  Pains ,  G0&L  Sciatica ,  Rfgetmatifm.  — So 
all  Acrimony  of  the  Blood ,  Scurvy,  Jaundice,  Dropfy,  Itch, 
Scab,  King’s-Evil,  Schirri,  Pox,  Leproly,  Scald-Head,  and 
all  Foulnefles  of  the  Skin,  Tetters,  Freckles,  Pimples,  Mor- 
phew,  Ringworm,  Shingles,  Gonorrhea,  Gleet,  'Whites,  &c. 
— So  Fever ,  inflammatory,  or  hot,  Intermitting  or  an  Ague, 
Hedlic  or  Confumptive ;  Nervous ,  which  is  lbmetimes  with  a 
Delirium,  or  Frenzy,  Madnefs,  Maniacal  Affe£lions,  that  is, 
Qualities  of  Madnefs,  Hypo,  Spleen,  Melancholy,  Vapours, 
Fainting,  Flatus,  Wind:  And  to  Fever,  with  Convulfions,  Ver¬ 
tigo,  Swimming  or  Megrim  in  the  Head,  Hiccup,  Apoplexy, 
Head-ach,  Lethargy,  with  lofs  of  Memory,  Epilepfy  or  falling 
Sicknefs,  Hyfterical  AfFe&ions  or  Diforders  proceeding  from 
the  Womb,  or  Fits  of  the  Mother,  Palpitation,  Fear,  Sadnels, 
Defpair,  &c.— Which  like  the  other  Paffions ,  are  Didempers, 
none  being  without  Perturbation  and  Didurbance  5  fo  that  the 
bed  Phyfic  is  the  bed  Divinity,  Morality  and  Philofophy  5  that 
is,  what  is  naturally  or  phyfically  bed  for  the  Body  is  bed  for 
the  Mind. — Reducible  to  convulfive  Fevers  is  alfo  the  Nervous 
Cholic,  BePy-ach,  dry  Gripes  and  Iliac  Paffion,  Slime  in  the 
Bowels,  Worms,  Joint-worms  5  and  to  the  Hettic,  Confump- 
tions,  and  Sweating  too  much  ;  and  to  Convulfions ,  Numbneis, 
Cramp  and  Palfy  $  and  to  Flatus ,  the  Flatulent  Cholic  ;  and  to 
Hyjlericks ,  Spleen,  and  Hypo  5  and  to  Fever  with  Acrimony 
oi  the  Blood,  Meades  and  Small-Pox  $  and  to  Nervous  Fever , 
the  Plague,  and  to  Fevers,  Poifbn.  N  O  T  Fy  Fever  is  the 
mod  general  Denomination  and  Accident  or  Symptom  of  all 
Difeafe  5  for  it  is  the  encreafed  or  leflened  Motion  of  the  Blood 
out  of  Time,  from  its  being  too  thick,  thin,  too  much  or  little 
in  Quantity,  or  the  like  $  and  alfo  of  thole  Humours,  which 
are  from  the  Blood ;  the  Knowledge  of  Fever  with  that  of 
Convulfion,  and  of  the  Acrimony  or  Sharpnefs  of  the  Blood, 
&cc.  is  the  mod  general  Key  to  Phyfic. 

To  proceed  in  the  Connexion  of  Difeafes  :  To  St.  Anthony’ $- 
Fire,  Eryfipelas,  Inflammations,  I flues  to  cool,  Quinley,  lore 
Throat  or  Mouth,  Third,  Hoarfenefs,  Heart- burn,  Burns, 

Scald  ings. 
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Scald ings. —  To  Appetite  loft,  weak  Digeftion,  Vomiting.  - 
To  Dyfentery ,  Diarrhea,  Whites,  Sterility,  Impoter.cy,  Semi- 
nal-weaknefles,  Loofeneis,  Bloody-Flux,  bloody,  hot,  or 
voluntary  Urine,  bleeding  of  the  Womb,  &c.  —  To  Wounds , 
Ulcers,  external  and  internal,  Bruifes,  Sprains,  or  Contufions 
without  or  within.  Buboes,  Boils,  Pox,  Yv'hitloe,  Felons,  Im- 
poffumations  internal  and  external,  Pleurify,  Afthma,  Warts, 
Shortneis  of  Breath,  Phlegm,  Stitches,  &c.  —  To  Defluxion , 
Rheum,  Catarrh,  Diftillation  on  any  Part,  Cough,  Chin- 
cough,  Eyes  inflamed,  Flux  of  any  Humour,  Diarrhea,  &c. 
---  Menfes  to  provoke  or  redrain,  Delivery,  After-birth, 
Green-Fcknels. — To  Diforders  of  the  Bloody  Hemorrhage, 
Blood-fpirting,  Bloody-Flux,  &c.  as  above,  Haemorhoids,  Piles, 
Sec. — To  Glandulous  QbftruStions,  Jaundice,  Dropiy,  Sec. —

It  would  require  a  very  particular  and  didinff  Difcourfe,  to 
confi.der*  how  this  Chain  and  Connexion  of  Dileafes  operates 
in  the  whole  Body,  or  the  feveral  Parts  of  it  ;  and  w  ould  af¬ 
ford  a  Clue  for  the  molt  noble  and  pradfically  ulefu  Command 
of  Phyfic  :  Nor  has  any  Phyfician  given  fo  concife  and  methodi¬ 
cal  a  View  of  it. 

Every  Diftemperis  to  be  treated,  as  if  fome  Fever  attended  it: 
Every  Per  (on  ought  to  dudy  and  know  his  own  Body,  his  Infir¬ 
mities,  and  the  Times  and  Occafions  of  the  Alteration  of  his 
Body:  Fluids,  or  Humours,  are  ieperated  from  the  Blood,  and 
thole  Separations  are  the  Spring  of  all  the  living  Affions  of  the 
Body :  Experience  alfo,  or  a  Knowledge  of  the  Hi  (lories,  real 
Faffs,  or  Defcriptions  of  Difeafes,  is  to  be  added:  Reafoningon 
them  may  deduce  the  Nature  and  Seat  and  Cure  of  a  Didemper, 
with  its  Signs ,  or  SDiagnofticks :  Which  are  a  Collection  of  par¬ 
ticular  Symptoms ,  and  Indications  of  Cure  are  our  Conclufions 
from  thole  Signs  and  Hiftories :  In  which  lies  the  Truth  of  Phy¬ 
fic  :  Nature,  adided  or  not,  cures  Dileafes:  And  the  belt  Phy¬ 
fician  follows  her  belt :  There  are  Sea fons  in  which  alfo  Difeale* 
appear,  and  to  know  one  Epidemical  Diitcmper  is  to  know 
others:  The  Point  is,  to  lee  what  Difeafes  are  near  a-kin,  or 
like  to,  each  other:  And  by  this,  any  Man  of  Judgment  maybe 
an  Hippocrates  and  a  Boerhaave :  We  are  not  to  red:  in  the 
mathematical  and  mechanical  Rules,  for  there  is  a  vital  Force, 

a  con- 
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a  concurrent  Operation  of  Nature,  within  and  without,  that  ex¬ 
ceeds  thofe  Rules ,  as  known,  and  yet  is  not  beyond  Matter  and 
Motion,  as  Effluvia  from  the  Earth  and  Air,  and  the  Influence  of 
the  Sun  and  Moon  and  Stars,  and  the  Changes  in  the  Atmo- 
fphere  of  our  own  Bodies  and  others,  have  great  Effects:  To 
time,  to  dole,  to  proportion  Remedies  well,  is  neceffary:  To 
know  the  next  immediate  Caufe  of  the  Difeafe,  and  what  always 
accompanies  it,  the  Part  of  the  Body  that  is  affected,  the  Ways 
and  Paffages,  through  which  the  Evil  takes  its  Courfe:  The 
infeparable  Signs  of  the  Diftemper,  the  Symptoms,  or  Appea¬ 
rances,  that  commonly  go  along  with  it,  and  diftinguifh  them 
from  the  Difeafe  ltfelf :  As,  in  the  Tooth-acb,  the  Periofteum 
is  violently  ftretch’dby  fome  Humour,  which  Membrane,  forced 
out  of  its  natural  Form  and  Situation,  gives  the  Pain:  That 
Pain  is  the  Mark  of  the  Difeafe,  the  Humour  is  the  Caufe,  the 
Inflammation,  Fever,  fwelled  Face,  &c.  are  Symptoms,  pro¬ 
ceeding  from  the  Pain,  and  its  Caufe :  The  true  Signs  begin, 
grow  up,  decline  and  vanifh,  with  the  Difeafe:  Such  Symptoms 
are  jDiagnofitcks,  or  Marks  of  the  Diftemper:  The  Quantity 
and  Intenfenefs  of  the  Difeafe,  the  Strength  of  the  Sick,  the 
Power  of  Medicines  are  to  be  conflder’d  :  The  Symptoms  of  a 
Difeafe  being  given,  we  may  difcover  its  Nature,  as,  from  the 
Phenomena  of  Motions  we  trace  the  Forces  of  Nature,  and  then 
from  thofe  Forces,  may  demonffrate  the  other  Phenomena:  The 
evident  and  conjunct  Caufes  give  the  Indications  of  Cure:  And 
O  bier  vat  ion  of  the  Appearances  in  the  feveral  Stages  of  the 
Diftemper  leads  to  the  Knowledge  of  thofe  Caufes  :  The  Symp¬ 
toms  are  the  Effefts  of  fome  Caufe  or  Number  of  Caufes,  which 
pervert  the  natural  Aftionsof  one  or  more  Parts:  So  that  by 
explaining  them,  we  are  apprized  of  the  perverted  Aftion,  we  dif- 
cover  the  Difeafe,  for  nothing  can  be  the  Caufe  of  a  Difeafe, 
that  does  not  produce  the  Symptoms,  in  which  the  Nature  of 
the  Difeafe  confifts:  Hence  are  the  Ways  and  Probabilities  of 
Cure,  and  to  judge,  what  is  incurable,  and  to  change  the  Dif- 
tempered  Condition  of  the  Parts  affefted  :  The  fecondary,  cafual, 
and  foreign  Symptoms  muft  be  diftinguifhed  from  the  primary, 
conftant,  and  permanent :  The  falls  Symptoms  are  molt  com¬ 
monly  the  fecondary;  the  Cure  muft  not  be  taken  from  preca¬ 
rious  and  fuppofed  Caufes;  but  we  muft  colJeft  the  mod  con¬ 
ftant  Symptoms  and  Effefts ;  we  muft  know  the  peculiar  Ways, 
in  which  the  Medicines  will  aft,  to  And,  when  one  Method  and 
Medicine  is  molt  proper  :  To  know  the  Diftemper,  and  thence 

the 


change  the  Medicines. 

Thus  many  talk,  and  much  of  it  is  right;  but  Dr.  -Pitcairn 
ccc.  fays,  tnere  is  no  Art  or  Method  of  curing,  but  only  the 
bPraSiir.p  of  it:  And  fhs*-  cW 


which  therefore  cannot  be  called  a  Method  or  Art  of  Cure  but 
more  from  Chance  and  lome  Experience,  than  formal  DefifiD  • 
That  Phyfic  is  often  a  Jeff,  a  Whim,  a  Humour,  a  Fancy,  a  meer 
Fafhion.  that  Fees,  a  Chariot,  Money,  Figure  and  Bbfineis  is 
the  Purpofe  ;  That  a  few  make  or  rnarr  others  in  the  Faculty  - 
That  the  Compounds  or  Mixtures  are  ulhalfy  bad.  and  come 
from  the  Arabians  ;  that  the  plain  fimple  Things  of  each  Cli¬ 
mate  are  bell  5  that  degrees' and  bDoBors  are  quite  from  the 
Papccy;  that  Anatomy ,  which  the  young  Fellows  in  Phyfic  and 
Surgery  talk  of  fo  much,  has  hardly  advanced  us  one  Tot  nearer 
a  Cure  in  either For  Nature  varies,  and  the  YeffeJs  have  not 
always  the  fame  Situation  in  feveral  Bodies,  as  in  lome  Bodies 
is  only  one  pyramidal  Mufde,  ( for  two)  and  in  others,  none  : 
So  that  there  is  more  Shew  than  Truth ,  Coll:  than  Wor/hio,  in 
Phyfic:  Notwithstanding  the  Vogue,  which  depends  on  Whim 
and  Inte'reft,  one  Phyfician  is  e’en  as  good  as  another,  Surgeons 
are  not  lefs  knowing,  Apothecaries  may  be  as  good  as  anv,°and 
any  Man  of  common  Sede'ajnd  a  little  Consideration  may  foon 
be  bis  own  Phyfician,  as  well  as  his  own  Parian. 

This  is  an  Age  or  Tleafure,  therefore  fcandalous,  degenerate, 
and  unmanly :  He  that  would  preferve  his  Health,  which  is  the 
greateft  Pleafure,  mnft  beware  of  other  Plealures:  Let  the  Pat- 
<erns  of  long  Life  be  ftudy’d,  Cornaro ,  leffius,  Sic.  Let  each 
know  him f elf,  be  ufed  to  Hardinefs,  Severity,  and  fome  Pain 
and  remember,  that  no  Man  is  fcarcelyfit  to  live  at  all.  whatever 
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
